Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  people  of  Radnorshire  during  1947,  my  first  year 
as  County  Medical  Officer. 

The  health  of  the  county  on  the  whole  continued  to  be 
good.  During  the  summer,  the  epidemic  of  poliomyelitis  did, 
however,  reach  this  area  and  altogether  ten  cases  of  this 
disease  occurred  here.  Fortunately  only  one  of  these  died  and 
only  one  other  case  developed  paralysis. 

An  impression  of  the  efficiency  of  the  domiciliary  mid- 
wifery service  provided  throughout  the  county  through  the 
Radnorshire  County  Nursing  Association,  may  be  gained 
from  the  figures  for  the  administration  of  analgesia  in  confine- 
ment cases  by  the  District  Nurses.  In  England  and  Wales 
as  a whole  13*3%  of  confinements  supervised  by  midwives 
during  the  year  received  gas  air  analgesia,  whereas  in 
Radnorshire  31*5%  of  such  mothers  received  analgesia.  Such 
figures  and  others  might  be  quoted  to  show  that  the  health 
services  in  this  county  are  by  no  means  backward,  and  they 
should  help  to  refute  the  frequently  repeated  but  fallacious 
argument  that  public  services  in-  a small  county  must 
necessarily  be  less  efficient  than  in  a more  populous  area. 
Moreover  the  health  organisation  in  a tiny  county,  such  as 
ours,  has  a personal  touch  which  is  necessarily  lacking  in  a 
larger  administrative  unit. 

In  the  County  Health  Department  much  time  was 
spent  in  preparing  proposals  for  the  carrying  out  of  the 
County  Council’s  duties,  as  Local  Health  Authority,  under 
Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.  These 
proposals  will  be  dealt  with  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1948,  in 
which  year  the  Act  came  into  operation. 

Increased  work  in  the  Department  necessitated  the 
appointment  of  an  additional  clerk  on  the  Clerical  Grade  of 
the  National  Joint  Council  Scale  of  Salaries. 

I must  thank  the  Chairmen  and  members  of  the  Health 
Commitcee,  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  and 
the  Mental  Deficiency  Committee  for  their  continued  support 
and  encouragement,  also  the  Committee  of  the  Radnorshire 
County  Nursing  Association,  the  County  Nursing  Super- 
intendent, and  the  District  Nurses  for  the  splendid  work 
which  they  have  done.  Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  clerical 
staff  of  the  County  Health  D3partment  for  their  loyal  help.

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Climate  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  County. 

Two-thirds  of  Radnorshire  is  classified  as  mountainous 
and  the  county  is  in  fact  mainly  mountains  and  high  moor- 
lands with  fertile  valleys  separating  them.  The  average 
height  is  more  than  1,000  feet  above  sea  level. 

The  climate  of  the  county  may  be  summarised  as  one 
which  gives  long  periods  of  low  temperature  with  a low  annual 
mean  temperature  and  a rather  heavy  rainfall,  the  western 
part  having  a higher  rainfall  than  that  portion  of  Radnorshire 
situated  to  the  south  and  east  and  bordering  on  England. 

The  county  is  notable  in  having  the  lowest  density  of 
population  in  England  and  Wales.  This  works  out  at  one 
person  to  16  acres  and  is  about  the  density  of  population  of 
the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  in  the  time  of  Queen 
Elizabeth. 

The  people  are  mainly  occupied  in  agriculture  particularly 
sheep  farming,  but  in  Llandrindod  many  are  employed  in  the 
hotel  and  tourist  industry,  and  in  various  administrative 
services. 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 
Ambulance  Services. 

Two  ambulances  are  stationed  at  Llandrindod  Wells, 
and  are  owned  and  maintained  by  the  Llandrindod  Wells 
Hospital.  One  is  garaged  at  the  Hospital  and  the  other, 
which  is  a relief  ambulance,  at  a commercial  garage  in  the 
town.  The  vehicles  are  driven  by  a whole  time  ambulance 
driver  who  has  a voluntary  relief  driver.  As  a rule  the 
Nurses  of  the  Hospital  act  as  attendants.  This  service 
covers  the  whole  of  the  county. 


The  Knighton  Urban  District  Council  maintain  an 
ambulance  for  the  use  of  patients  living  in  the  Knighton 
U rban  and  Rural  Districts.  The  vehicle  is  driven  by 
employees  of  a local  garage,  and  where  necessary  the  District 
Nurses  act  as  ambulance  attendants. 
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At  Presteigne,  a small  but  active  Division  of  the  St. 
John  Ambulance  Brigade  provide  voluntary  drivers  and 
attendants,  and  maintain  by  voluntary  effort,  the  former  war 
department  ambulance  loaned  to  them  by  the  Welsh  Home 
Service  Ambulance  Committee  of  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society  and  Order  of  St.  John. 

At  Rhayader  an  active  division  of  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade  provide  voluntary  unpaid  drivers  and 
attendants  for  a vehicle  which  is  the  property  of  the  Welsh 
Home  Service  Ambulance  Committee  of  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society  and  Order  of  St.  John.  This  vehicle  is  maintained  by 
the  Rhayader  Rural  District  Council. 


The  Painscastle  Rural  District  is  served  to  a large 
extent  by  the  ambulance  provided  by  the  Hay  (Breconshire) 
Division  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 


Welfare  of  the  Blind. 

No  local  society  or  association  for  the  blind  is  in  exist- 
ence bat  the  Wales  and  Monmouthshire  Regional  Council  for 
the  Blind  arranges  for  occasional  visiting  of  blind  persons  in 
the  area  and  the  provision  of  free  wireless  sets  and  other 
services.  Of  the  26  blind  persons  in  the  county,  only  4 are 
under  the  age  of  40.  No  persons  were  registered  under  the 
age  of  40.  No  persons  were  registered  under  the  Blind 
Persons  Acts  1920-1938  during  the  year. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  inspection  and  super- 
vision of  food  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Inspector  of 
Weights  and  Measures.  During  the  year  no  persons  were 
prosecuted  for  food  offences  under  these  Acts. 

During  the  year  334  samples  were  taken  by  the 
Inspector  of  Food  and  Drugs  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.

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Health  Education. 

The  County  Council  make  an  annual  contribution  of 
£5  to  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education.  In  return 
the  Central  Council  provide  free  literature  as  required  up  to 
the  value  of  the  County  Council’s  contribution. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  and  the  County  Nursing 
Superintendent  give  talks  on  health  topics  to  voluntary 
societies  and  organisations  from  time  to  time. 

Hospitals. 

There  is  a General  Voluntary  Hospital  of  40  beds  at 
Llandriudod  Wells,  established  in  1880  but  provided  for  the 
most  part  as  a war  memorial  for  the  men  of  Radnorshire  who 
fell  in  the  1914-1918  war.  The  Hospital  is  staffed  by  medical 
practitioners  resident  in  Llandrindod  Wells  and  all  kinds  of 
treatment  are  undertaken  there. 

The  Highland  Moors  Institution  which  is  maintained 
by  the  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association  accommodates 
60  boys  who  have  been  in  contact  with  cases  of  tuberculosis 
and  are  under  observation. 

A Hospital  ward  is  attached  to  the  Knighton  Institut- 
ion, administered  by  the  Public  Assistance  Committee  under 
the  Local  Government  Act,  1929. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION  : 

Small  and  unsuitable  isolation  hospitals  exist  at 
Llandrindod  Wells,  Rhayader  and  Hay  (Breconshire).  These 
have  no  resident  staff  and  were  not  used  during  the  year. 

Patients  suffering  from  infectious  diseases  and 
requiring  hospital  treatment  were  admitted  to  the  Monkmoor 
Isolation  Hospital  which  is  provided  by  the  Shrewsbury  and 
Atcham  Joint  Hospital  Board. 

Infectious  Disease. 

As  usual  very  few  cases  of  infectious  diseases  occurred 
in  this  county.  The  main  reason  for  this  is  that  the  low 
density  of  population  renders  the  spread  of  such  disease  much 
less  likely.

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  49  respiratory  and 
30  non-respiratory  cases  remaining  on  the  County  Register. 


Radnorshire  has  always  had  a lower  incidence  of 
tuberculosis  than  any  other  Welsh  county.  Here  again  the 
reason  for  this  is,  to  some  extent  at  least,  the  low  density  of 
population  and  the  fact  that,  as  a result,  the  people  do  not 
tend  to  congregate  in  places  of  worship  and  also  places  of 
entertainment  as  happens  in  more  densely  populated  areas. 
The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  infection  in  Radnorshire  was 
the  subject  of  most  interesting  monograph  prepared  by  Dr. 
T.  E.  Jones-Davies,  the  then  County  Medical  Officer  of  Rad- 
norshire, in  1943. 

Deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  during  the  year 
numbered  7,  and  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis,  1.  16  new 

cases  of  tuberculosis,  of  which  15  were  in  males,  were  notified 
during  the  year.  The  reason  for  this  preponderance  of  male 
cases  is  not  clear. 


TUBERCULOSIS  ALLOWANCES. 

At  the  commencement  of  1947  there  were  4 persons  in 
receipt  of  financial  assistance  under  the  Scheme  for  the  After- 
Care  of  Tuberculous  Persons.  During  the  year  3 persons 
were  dealt  with  under  the  Scheme,  one  being  a chronic  case 
and  the  other  two  patients  who  had  been  discharged  from  a 
Sanatorium.  This  Scheme  of  Allowances  has  been  much 
appreciated  and  its  effects  most  valuable.  Before  this  Scheme 
came  into  operation,  the  only  assistance  a tuberculous  person 
could  obtain  was  through  the  Public  Assistance  Committee. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  this  discouraged  many  persons  from 
giving  up  their  work  to  accept  treatment.

Diphtheria  Immunisation.

Laboratory  Services. 

Examination  of  milk  samples  and  chemical  examination 
of  water  samples  are  carried  out  by  Mr.  H.  J.  Evans,  B.Sc., 
F.I.C.,  of  Carmarthen,  the  County  Analyst. 

Wassermann  tests  for  syphilis  are  triade  at  the  University 
Laboratory,  Birmingham. 

Advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  Emergency  Public 
Health  Laboratory  which  has  been  set  up  under  the  Ministry 
of  Health  at  Aberystwyth,  for  the  bacteriological  examination 
of  samples  of  water. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

ANTE-NATAL  SCHEME. 

The  ante-natal  scheme  has  been  in  operation  in  the 
county  since  the  15th  August,  1931.  It  was  formulated  origin- 
ally to  enable  necessitous  uninsured  persons  to  be  examined 
by  doctors.  Any  expectant  mother,  under  this  scheme,  is 
entitled  to  be  examined  by  the  doctor  of  her  choice  who 
receives  a fee  for  carrying  out  the  examination  and  sending 
in  a report  to  the  County  Medical  Officer.  No  limit  is  placed 
by  the  County  Council  on  the  number  of  examinations  carried 
out  under  the  scheme  in  each  case.  During  the  year  152 
such  reports  were  received  from  medical  practitioners. 

POST-NATAL  SCHEME  : 

This  was  formulated  in  May,  1937  for  the  benefit  of 
necessitous  uninsured  persons.  Unfortunately,  it  has  been 
difficult  to  persuade  mothers  to  go  to  doctors  for  examination 
under  this  scheme  and  only  4 post-natal  reports  were  received 
in  the  County  Health  Department  during  the  year.  A great 
deal  of  health  propaganda  is  needed  to  convince  mothers  of 
the  many  advantages  to  their  health  which  will  result  from  a 
post-natal  examination  carried  out  by  a doctor  on  or  about 
the  sixth  week  after  confinement.  Much  chronic  ill  health 
among  women  who  have  borne  children  might  be  avoided  if  a 
post  natal  examination  was  made  in  every  case. 
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HOSPITAL  PROVISION  FOR  MATERNITY  PATIENTS  : 

At  the  Llandrindod  Wells  Hospital  there  are  four  beds 
in  the  Maternity  Ward,  and  three  beds  in  a semi-private  ward 
used  for  maternity  cases.  The  nursery  accommodation  in  the 
Hospital,  which  is  in  the  labour  ward,  cannot  be  regarded  as 
satisfactory.  During  the  year  46  maternity  patients  were  sent 
into  the  Hospital  under  the  County  Council’s  scheme  and  50 
patients  were  admitted  under  private  arrangements.

PREMATURE  INFANTS: 

Premature  infants  are  babies  weighing  5 lbs  or  less 
at  birth,  irrespective  of  the  period  since  conception.  During 
the  year,  11  premature  babies  were  born  at  home  and  7 in 
Hospital.  Of  the  11  babies  born  at  home,  9 were  nursed 
entirely  at  home  and  one  died  within  a month  of  birth.  Three 
of  the  babies  born  in  hospital  died  within  the  first  month  of 
life.  Premature  babies  nursed  at  home  received  special 
attention  from  the  District  .Nurses  and  those  in  hospital  were 
accommodated  in  an  electrically  heated  cot  specially  designed 
for  the  purpose. 

HOME  HELPS : 

The  Home  Help  scheme  provides  for  the  services  of  a 
part-time  helper  in  the  home  when  the  mother  is  confined  at 
home.  Such  home  helps  are  engaged  as  and  when  required 
and  during  the  year  payment  was  made  to  home  helps  in  five 
cases. 

THE  MIDWIVES  ACTS. 

The  County  Council’s  duties  under  the  Midwives  Act, 
1936,  are  carried  out  by  delegation  of  this  work  to  the  Rad- 
norshire County  Nursing  Association  which  employs  through 
the  District  Nursing  Associations,  22  District  Nurse  Midwives 
under  the  supervision  of  a County  Nursing  Superintendent. 
The  names  of  these  Nurses  are  given  earlier  in  the  report. 

The  Radnorshire  County  Nursing  Association  is  affilia- 
ted to  the  Queen’s  Institute  of  District  Nursing.  The  District 
Nursing  Associations  are  anxious  to  help  and  co-operate  with 
the  County  Nursing  Association  and  the  scheme  as  a whole 
is  working  satisfactorily. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty-seven  mothers  were  confined  in 
their  own  homes  during  the  year,  of  which  79  were  maternity 
cases,  that  is,  cases  in  which  the  confinement  was  supervised 
by  a doctor,  and  178  were  midwifery  cases,  that  is,  cases 
where  the  confinement  was  supervised  by  the  District  Nurse. 
Of  these  last  cases  56  were  given  Gas/Air  analgesia  by  the 
midwives  concerned. 

Thirteen  District  Nurses  possess  their  certificates  for 
the  administration  of  Gas/Air  Analgesia.  During  the  ante- 
natal period,  midwives  take  the  machines  to  the  patients 
homes  and  instruct  them  in  the  use  of  the  apparatus.

CHILD  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

Only  two  children  in  the  County  under  the  age  of  nine 
years  are  boarded  out  for  reward.  These  children  were  visited 
by  the  District  Nurse  concerned  every  six  weeks  during  the 
year.  Conditions  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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District  Nursing  Services. 

District  Nursing  Services  are  carried  out  by  the  22 
Nurses  employed  by  the  District  Nursing  Associations  of  the 
Radnorshire  County  Nursing  Association.  The  Nurses  under- 
take combined  work  including  midwifery,  general  nursing, 
health  visiting  and  work  in  the  school  health  service.  In  a 
county  with  such  a scattered  population,  such  combined  work 
leads  to  less  overlapping,  and  there  is  a great  deal  to  be  said 
for  this  arrangement,  under  which  one  nurse  only,  acts  as  the 
general  adviser  in  health  to  a family. 


Institutional  provision  for  the  care  of  Mental 

Defectives. 

No  provision  of  institutional  accommodation  for  male 
defectives  has  been  made  by  the  County  Council  and  such 
patients  are  admitted  to  any  Certified  Institution  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Control.  Female  defectives  are  mainly  admitted 
to  the  Pantglas  Hall  Institution,  provided  by  the  West  Wales 
Joint  Board,  of  which  the  Radnor  County  Council  is  a consti- 
tuent authority.

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Orthopaedic  Scheme. 

The  scheme  was  established  in  1927  and  is  centred  on  the 
Robert  Jones  and  Agnes  Hunt  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Oswestry. 
It  covers  children  under  school  age,  school  children  and 
adults.  Clinics  are  held  fortnightly  at  Llandrindod  Wells, 
and  arrangements  exist  for  patients  to  be  seen  at 
Leominster,  Hereford,  Newtown  and  Craven  Arms.  When- 
ever necessary  patients  are  admitted  for  treatment  to  the 
Orthopaedic  Hospital.
